Over 150 Yards is Demolished When 


Passenger Leaves Rails Just 


North of Milroy 


Three Men Are Selected to Adjust

PASSENGERS 
CLOSE ESCAPE 


Presence of Mind of Engineer Pro­ 


bably Saved Heavy Loss of Life— 


Mrs. Frank Kinnett Hurt. 


The 
tender, 
baggage 
car 
and 
three passenger coaches, in fact all 
the train but the engine, of Big Four 
passenger No. 33, southbound jum p­ 
ed the track near the trestle 
just 
north of Milroy yesterday afternoon 
about four o’clock, but none of the 
ears turned over and no one was in­ 
jured to any great extent. 


It required all night to clean 
up 
the 
wreck 
because, 
although 
no 
cars -were splintered or broken, ap­ 
proximately 150 yards of track was 
torn up and had to be replaced be­ 
fore traffic could be resumed. 
The 
wreck trains left about seven o’clock 
this morning when 
the 
first trains 
were able to run over the damaged 
places. , 


Passengers congratulated 
them­ 
selves on their narrow escape 
be­ 
cause if one of the cars had top­ 
pled off the trestle, 
it would 
have 
been a dead drop of forty feet and 
probably all ofjtbe train would have 
been pulled off. Expressman Looman 
was slightly bruised by trunks, Mrs. 
Frank Kinnett sustained a fractured 
rib when the cars 
left 
the track. 
She was standing up preparing 
to 
get off at Milroy and 
was 
thrown 
down and several fell on her by the 
sudden jolting. 


John Gantner 
and Will Newbold 
of this city, who were on the train, 
declare that it was through the pre­ 
sence of mind and quick action of 
the engineer that the wreck was not 
more 
serious. 
The 
engineer 
was 
John Torance 
of 
Anderson. 
The 
local men declare that when the first 
shock came, the 
engineer 
at first 
thought of stopping the train, 
but 
then decided that if it did the entire 
train would likely be thrown off the 
trestle and down the embankment. 
(Instead of shutting off the power 
the engineer threw open the -throt­ 
tle and the speed thus attained was 
sufficient to carry 
the train across 
the bridge. The local men were given 
the scare of their lives. 
“At firs t/’ said Mr. Newbold, 
“ I 
thought the engineer was trying his 
air getting ready to make the stop 
for Milroy. 
Then the bumping con­ 
tinued and the train 
began to sway 
back and forth. 
We 
were 
in 
the 
smoker and as we passed over 
the 
bridge I saw something was wrong 
because of the large volume of dust 
being thrown in the windows. 
Con­ 
sidering the fact 
that 
the w’heels 
were off the track the stop was made 
writh very little jar. 
Afer it wras all 
over we realized what a narrow es­ 
cape we had, but the accident oc­ 
curred so quickly that at the time 
we did not know 
what 
was really 
going on.” 
The tender jumped the track about 
fifty yards north of the trestle and 
went bumping along on the rails as 
fa r as the trestle when the baggage 
car left the rails. 
It is said that 
the passenger coaches did not leave 
the track until the trestle 
had been

devolved 
upon Colonel S.’ 0. Tripp, assistant 
quartermaster general of Illinois. 
The problem was one of gigantic 
proportions, but quietly, systematic­ 
ally and without flourish of trumpets 
this officer went to work and within 
ten days 
every 
organization 
was 
completely equipped and on its way 
to the border. 
It is doubtful if such a record has 
ever before been made 
by any Na­ 
tional Guard officer in the United 
States.

Two thirds of the men jailed 
were between the ages of 21 and 30, 
according to figures, available here 
today. 
‘‘It seems that conditions in un­ 
married life tend to make men crim­ 
inals or that persons 
with criminal 
instincts are inclined not to marry," 
concluded Lind alter his investiga­ 
tion. 
“In 
400 
cases 
which 
passed 
through my office there wiB no defi­ 
nite economic 
condition that woulc 
result in crime. 
“Only about half of the married 
prisoners had children and many of 
the married 
ones 
were 
separated 
from their families. 
“As a rule women who take

The deplorable conditions existing 
in the rural schools of Arkansas on 
account of the short term of school 
are pointed out in our previous talk. 
Let us hope, however, that a bettei 
day is dawriing for the rural schools 
of Arkansas. 
There is a State-wide 
campaign now on in Arkansas to 
amend 
the 
Constitution 
so as to 
make the maximum school tax 12 
mills, instead of 7 mills as at present. 
Dr. 
Charles 
II. Brough, the newly 
nominated 
candidate of the Demo­ 
cratic 
party for Governor, pledged 
himself 
before the’ State Teachers* 
Association at Little Rock in April to 
tour the entire State in a campaign 
in 
favor of this amendment for a 
higher 
school tax. 
There is now a* 
well 
organized campaign on in Ar­ 
kansas 
among educators, business 
and professional men in favor oi 
this amendment. 1 
As we have noted in previous talks 
in this series, regarding the length of 
the 
school 
term, 
there 
are rural 
school 
districts 
in California with 
only a 50-day school term ; in Colo­ 
rado, with 
only a 55-day school 
term ; in Florida, with only a 30-day 
school term in Georgia, with only a 
25-day term ; in Illinois, with only a 
41-day school term ; in Iowa, with 
only a 40-day school term ; in North 
Dakota, 
with only a 20-day school 
term ; in South Dakota, with only a 
50-day 
school term ; in Tennessee, 
with only a 55-day school term ; and 
in Texas, with only a 30-day school 
term. And there are other States in 
which 
the 
campaign 
for a longer 
rural school term should be waged in 
season and out season. 
As 
a 
rule, 
when 
we speak of 
lenghtening the school term, it pre­ 
supposes 
the need of more money. 
Dut in our next talk we shall endeav- 


or to show how the school term may 
be lengthened without voting another 
mill of school tax. It is due the tax­ 
payer, so far as possible, that we in­ 
crease the 
school term without in­ 
creasing his tax ; but where this is 
impossible, 
the 
tax-payer must be 
patriotic enough to be willing to pay 
the necessary increase of school tax. 
If the patriotism of the tax-payer 
will not prom pi him to do this, he 
should do it for the sake of enlight­ 
ened selfishness if for no higher pur­ 
pose. He should know, with Edward 
Everett, that “Education is a better 
safe guard of liberty than a stand­ 
ing 
arm y;’* 
with Benjamin H. Hill 
that “No nation ever yet paid too 
much for the education of its people, 
and the more it pays for this purpose 
the richer and the more powerful it 
w ill become.”
